When the tablet
was tilted on one slde the execlted

group discovered a emall pocke! in the
other glde. Pebbles were packed tight-
ly into the slit, and when they were
removed an Instrument regembling a
nnll was revealed. Tt was about three
and a half Inches long and it had evi.

dently been used to chronicle the his-
tory of John Nalr's shame. The stona
Iz of strange oblong shape, about ten
inches at its greatest length and sev-

en Inches neross Its thickness s
about three inches. The inseription
covers threefourths of the smooth

face of the stone, and the lettering is
wonderfully plain. Tha letters nre
uniformly an Inch high and an elghth
of an inch deep.

Among the hundreda of pergons
who have viewed the tablet In a cen-
tral city display window, there s no
doubt that the Inseription la genuine
The letters are the same color as the
stome, & light brown, and there lg a
suggostion of freghness. It 1s gener-
ally believed that the carving was
done goon aflter the historie Incldent
mentioned in the inseription. It is a
pecullar colneldence that Sherer made
his discovery almost on the anni-
versary of the battle of Brandywine.

The battle was fought Sept. 11, 1777,
134 years ago.

It fs thought that John Nafr, n de-
gerter from the continental army, Jour-

neved northward toward the Connee-
ticut settlements and stopped to rest
under the tres. In those days the
neatredt  settlement to  Rattleanake
Pond wag higtoric Wyoming, about 256
miles to the south, and this region
wos a wilderness. In the quiet of the
forest the fugltive probably yielded to
o gnawing of consclence and wrote hig
confession upon the tablet, Whether
he lived to tell it with his lips will
probably never be known,

!Keeps Ants in Bottle for Ten Years

| astronomer

LEVELAND, OHIO.—Away up in
the tower of St. lguatius' college,
where Is situate the observatory and
the sanctorum of Father Odenbach,
r, are several liundred ants

| that have lived ten years in a bottle

—IH{IL

corked with an aluminum stopper,
without any food save small pleces of
sound qguarter-sawed wood moistened
with water.

This somewhat unpalatable ration is
served to the ants by Father Oden-
bach about once a month, And al
though commonly known as “white
ants,” the most destructive to wood,
particularly to oak, of any known in-
sects, they are really not ants at all,
but termites and members of the
‘darning needle” family.

The bhottle is nearly covered on the
melde by a slimy, cement-like execre-
ment given out by the Insects in mov-
ing about. The bottle has been chang-
ed once during the ten years, and then
because that which they first occu-
pled wae accldentally broken by the
Bivant,

The particular “ants” Father Oden-
bach has came {rom Florida. Many
have died, but others have been horn,
the number remalning about the same.

The bodies of those who dle are eat-

en by the survivors and it is not in-
frequent for some of the insects to kill
one another by the cannibalistic meth-
od.

Several instances where a species
of .the termites, differing but little
from those In the bottle, has nearly
ciusged great havoe and loss of life in
Cleveland bulldings, were given by
Professor Odenbach. In one dry
goods store he found the oak uprights
supporting ad entire department un-
der which a number of girls were
working, almost eaten through by the
omnivorous insects.

Another casge was that of a machine
shop where uprights supporting the
roof, pulleys and shafting had been
hollowed out by the termites. They
have a penchant for paper—it is llke
ice eream and cake to them, Father
Qdenbach says.
